An!iijuity of_Advertising. 


yHE world was not very old in civili- 


sation when it began to advertise. Bis- 
interred JPompeh reveals among its 
ashes many appeals of its tradesmen 
and public entertainers for patronage. 
The populace was reminded of the loca- 
tion and existence of the school by the 
sign of a boy enduring a penitential 
threshiuo;; of the dairy by the sign of a 
goat, and of the baker by the sign of a 
millstone or a sheaf of wheat. 
The 


symbols were made of stone or terra- 
cotta relievo, set in pilasters at the sides 
of the buildings, and more explicit an- 
nouncements were made in tablets af- 
fixed to pillars. In Rome, the physician 
proclaimed himself by putting a cup- 
ping-glass outside his door; the poulter- 
er by a coop of fowls; the sxirveyor by 
a measure; the perfumer by the repre- 
sentation of four men carrying vases 
filled with his exquisite distillations, and 
the tavern-keeper by a bush, which, 
from its omission by certain conserv- 
ative and, no doubt, self-sufficient vint- 
ners, gave existence to the proverb flat- 
teringly cherished among themselves— 
" Good wine needs no bush."

will never be found out. If man uni 
versally could make a point of ascer 
taining precisely what he wants, anc 
having done that have the leisure to 
devote himself to a search for the mos 
appropriate place in which to obtain it 
the "bush" would be unnecessary. Bu 
the world is either too preoccupied or 
too lazy to find out many of its own 
wants, and the advertisement is a per 
petual reminder, insistent and omni 
present, and indispensable under mod 
era conditions. When newspapers wer 
invented—between the middle and the 
end of the seventeenth century—the 
notices and puffs of tradesmen anc 
others found them a more convenien 
vehicle than had hitherto been known 
and the merits of advertising were ap 
preciated as they had not been before 
The announcements were brief and sim- 
ple. 
We read that "the excellent China 


drink called by the Chineans Tcha, by 
other nations Tay alias Tee, is sold a 
the Sultan's Head Cophee House" ; tha 
at "the Queen's Head Alley, in a French- 
roan's house, is an excellent West Indif 
drink, called chocolate"; that "Mr 
Theophilus Buckworth doth at his 
house, on Mile-End Green, make anc 
expose to sale, for the public good 
those so famous lozenges or pecto- 
rals" ; that " most excellent and ap- 
proved dentrifices to scour and cleanse 
the teeth, making them as white 
as ivory, fastening them and sweetening 
the breath," maybe obtained at the 
Holy Lamb, East End of St. Paul's 
Church-yard; that "the 
barber anc 


perrywigge-maker, over against the 
Grayhound Tavern, gives notice thai 
any one having long flaxen hayre to sel 
may repayr to him and shall have ten 
shillings the ounce "; that at the Miter 
is to be seen " a rare collection of curiosi- 
tyes, union resorted to and admired by 
persons of great learning and quality "; 
and that " small bagges to hang about 
children's necks, which are excellent 
both for the prevention and cure o) 
rickets, are prepared by Mr. Edmund 
Buckworth." 


The quack, the showman and the pub- 


lican are here with lineaments that are 
little different from those we are familiar 
with in our own day. But out of these 
five and ten line paragraphs have grown 
this modern wonder that we spread out 
before us with breakfast—the newspapei 
of twenty pages—twelve of them fillec! 
with advertisements that are so various 
in motive and object and so comprehen- 
sive of all current affairs, that we ques- 
tion if they arc not the most inviting as 
they are the preponderating part of the 
contents; for while the news may be 
nnauthentic and the comments biased, 
the advertisements are ex parte and ob- 
viously give us only the advertiser's 
views, without the pretense of admittin 
an opponent's light upon the subject.— 
W. E. Bideing, in Scribner's Monthly.

The .'iIuusr-Kiilim;' Spider. 


THE natural historian of the London 
''cleyraph, who writes many entertain- 
ig articles on beasts, birds and fishes, 
ia.eourses as follows on spiders: "A 
mouse-eating' spider, which has re- 
ently been added to the Geological So- 
iety'a collection, can, like the echis vi- 
ler, lately noticed by us, only be justi- 
iocl in existing if we consider it to be a 
upreme effort by Nature in the direc- 
ion of the hideous. It can stretch it- 
elf out to several inches, is as black as 
i bear and as hairy, and as ugly as a 
ightmarc. Nature constantly makes 
hose efforts to teach us how horrible 
ho can be when she likes ; but she slips 
iei' horrors at us only one by one, and 
t long intervals, so that the general im- 
jrcssion of her tenderness and grace 
nay not be too roughly shocked. Her 
niracles of beauty are well known, for 
:he places them conspicuously in the 
'rout, scattering butterflies lavishly all 
over the world, giving her paintea fa- 
•orites, the birds, wings to carry them 
tUo the notice of men, and generally 
naking her prettiest creatures the com- 
monest. She can, however, work mira- 
cles in ugliness also, but these she hides 
away from sight, so that men may come 
jpon them as" a surprise, and thus grad- 
lally learn to appreciate the full extent 
of her powers. While the horse adds a 
jcauty to every road and pasture in the 
world, the hippopotamus conceals its 
nonstrosity in swamps and river rushes 
:'ar from human haunts. 
Birds of de- 


ightful 
song and dainty 
plumage 


orighten every garden and grove; but 
the hairy apeteryx creeps about at 
night in New Zealand's wastes, and the 
loclo, a practical joke rather than a 
bird, never waddled beyond the limits 
of a single island. • The harmless and 
pretty ' grass snake ' and the ' green 
lizards' are common all over Eu- 
rope ; but 
the 
loathly cerastes is 


concealed in Nubian deserts, and the 


liana hides itself in the leafy wilder- 


ness of the Brazils. In clear, common 
water wo find the shapely trout and 
handsome perch; but only in the slime 
of 
lIIP, uuean-becl lies the 'sea-devil.' 


Thus, all throiiffh nature—beasts, birds, 
reptiles and fishes—wo find the ugly 
things made a secret of and the pretty 
ones displayed; but in insects Nature, 
to work to the same kind end, uses an- 
other moans, for she makes all the com 
mon kinds so small that their hideous- 
ness,.is not apparent, and, where size is 
necessary, puts them out of sight, either 
under desert sands or tropical under- 
growth, or at the bottom of ponds or 
running streams. It is fortunate that 
she does so, for, taking the spiders 
alone, if they were of large size, they 
would ' mock the majesty of man's high 
birth, despise his bulwarks, and unpeo- 
ple earth.' 
" What conceivable system of de- 


fenses, for instance, could avail human- 
ity against a creation of spiders as big 
as sheep ? They would lloat across the 
sea in the diving-bells which they know 
how to make so well, and swing them- 
selves across rivers as they now do 
across garden paths. 
Leaping many 


miles at each jump they could in a nighi 
traverse incredible distances, and wak- 
ing in the morni ng a ivliolo village might 
find itself inextricably woven up in a fog 
or web, every door, gate and chimney 
enveloped in a suffocating cobweb o: 
glutinous ropes, while the grim twilight 
was made terrible by the stealthy mo- 
tions of a multitude of bloodthirsty 
spiders. The monsters would pounce 
upon the human beings one by one 
swathe them in murderous meshes, anc 
sling them up to their tunnel roofs like 
naughty boys in a row in an ogre's 
larder. Wo need not follow the fancy 
further, for it is evident from even this 
hint of dreadful possibilities what migh 
be imagined if spiders were as big as 
sheep, and still remained spiders in 
qharacter and habits. Yet even if they 
changed their temper with their bulk 
and when they became as big, also a; 
harmless, as sheep, their presence woulc 
be almost too horrible to bo borne. Their 
existence would argue the presence 
among us of such flies as we should have 
to attack with shot-guns, and grasshop- 
pers which we should course with grey- 
hounds. Our rivers would swarm with 
dragon-flics that would buffet 
boats 


crews with the wings of swans, our trees 
be munched iip like lettuces by anaconda 
caterpillars and wood-lice go about in 
the bigness of tortoises. 
Existence un 


der such circumstances would be intol 
erable, and the necessity of spiders to 
keep down the insect packs and herds 
that would otherwise trample and josth 
us out of Great Britain would only in 
crease the horrors of our condition 
The 'mouse-eating spider' in Regent's 
Park has fortunately been invited to 
come among us only as a guest, and no 
by any means to naturalize himsel 
here, for his appearance and habits an 
abundantly sufficient to make us prefer 
his continuing to remain in the Brazils 
He is, it seems, 'at home' in Bahia 
and there disports himself by jumping 
upon the backs of mice and little birds 
in imitation of his companion, the 
jaguar, sucking out all their blood anc 
then playing with their empty skins 
As a substitute for the common or do- 
mestic cat, which,in these days of cats 
meat men and careless cooks, has con 
siclerably lost its appetite for mice, anc 
thinks it too much trouble to catch spar 
rows, the great spicier might, perhaps 
be usefully acclimatized. 
But wha 


household would submit with any com 
placeney to the domestication of such 
creature? 
As it is, chairs prove hardl,, 


high enough when the average Britisl 
spider, which can sit on a three-pennj 
bit, and is afraid of an able-bodied blue 
bottle, comes near a petticoat; and, i 
they were any bigger, we should havi 
to keep ladders in every room for tit. 
ladies of the household to escape to the 
roof. 
The ordinary housemaid, whc 


'never could abide spiders,' would gc 
about her occupations, with a drawn 
sword, and scullery-maids plead for th 
last consolations of religion before en 
tcrino- the cellars." 


The Flags of Franco. 


A FEW facts about the flags of Franct 


may not come amiss at this time. Shi 
has had many, from the blue cloak o 
St. Martin, adopted in 498 by Clovis as 
his standard. There were a number o 
devices for centuries, the red flag of St 
Davis, also those of white and blue, eacl 
inscribed with various emblems. Th< 
white (lag ceased in 1790, and on Oct 
20 of that year M. Menon's proposition 
to make the tri-color the Hag of thi 
navy was adopted, Lafayette somo time 
previously having induced the Pari: 
Commune to accept that combination 
On July 17, 1789, the tri-color wa 
blessed at the Notre Dame by the Arch 
bishop of Paris, each of the fla^s then 
distributed bearing the words: " Dis 
cipline and Obedience." According tc 
Peiffer it would appear that the tri-coloi 
originated with Louis XVI. himself 
He says that in 178-1 he invited forty 
farmers to dine at Court, and whenthe: 
had been seated he bade the courtier 
present, including one Bishop, " to tak< 
napkins and serve our fathers." In 
memory of this event a trophy wa 
erected bearing the effigv of the Kin< 
above representations of "the three es 
tates, the .nobility by a noble in silve 
and white, the clergy by a Bishop in 
red, and the commoners by a farmer in 


blue. The Restoration brought back 


.16 white flags strewn with lilies and 
rnamented with the escutcheon of 
'ranee, the eagles being replaced with 
pear-heads. 
These colors were pre- 


ented by Louis XVIII. and his brother 
0 the troops Sept. 7, 1804. On June 1, 
814, Napoleon and his brother gave 
he eagles back to the troops, who swore 
icnceforth never to recognize another 
allying-point, and to defend the em- 
ilems. But on March 27, 181G, Louis 
vVIII. distributed his white flags again, 
and truly an old soldier might have re- 
narked with Talleyrand, when asked 
low many oaths he had taken, " This is 
ny thirteenth—I hope it may be the 
ast." The Commune of 1880"adopted 
1 black and red flag, but in three clays 
t was replaced by the tri-color, and on 
Aug. 19 of that year thirty-two flags 
were given to 60,000 of the National 
juard by Lafayette, who received them 
rom Louis Philippe. 
A Gallic cook 


surmounted each of these ila^s. There 
lave been various other distributions of 
lags, from that of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment on April 23, 1848, to that of 
'The Emperor Napoleon III.''

plentiful in the neighborhood of tho 
camp of these men, and being a very 
destructive animal on the grain fields of 
Mr. Rathburn, the Italian gentlemen set 
their wits to work to discover a mode to 
capture them; and this was the plan 
they adopted: They found the holes in 
which the squirrels burro wed, and drove 
a solid stake close to tho ruotitli of each 
hole. Thep then took a piece of small- 
sized wire and fastened one end securely 
to each stake, made a sort of slip-noose 
at the other end, which they placed di- 
rectly in the mouth of each'hole. Tho 
result was, when Mr. Squirrel attempted 
to emerge from his hiding-place, lie 
would run his head directly into tho 
noose, and that was the last of Mr. 
Squirrel. 
As many as eighteen of tho 


little vexatious animals were caught in 
this manner in one day. The trappers, 
however, discovered one soggy old chap, 
as they thought, who battled their in- 
genuity, and for the purpose 8f ensnar- 
ing him they rigged up three of their 
nooses and placed them into the hole 
occupied by the wary animal, thinking 
that if he passed through one or two of 
them, he would be caught by the third 
one. Judge of their astonishment on 
finding securely fastened within two of 
the nooses, instead of a squirrel, an im- 
mense rattlesnake, wearing on his nether 
end sixteen rattles. The snake was 
fastened tightly by two of tho nooses, 
and was soon dispatched by the trap- 
pers. Mr. 11. says rattlesnakes arc very 
abundant in his neighborhood; that 
several have been killed near his place 
within tho past few weeks.—North San 
Juan (N, M.) Times.

WATER is an excellent protector for 


half-hardy plants against frost. 
In 


Southern Europe, where the winters are 
light, many tender plants remain safely 
out-of-door's all winter without being 
covered, by twisting straw into heavy 
ropes which, on cold nights, are made 
wet and then wound in zig-zag lines 
around plnnts and among the branches 
of trees and shrubs, each end being sub- 
merged in a pail of water. 
The water 


will rise by capillary attraction and keep 
the rope wet the whole length, and in 
the act of freezing enough heat is liber- 
ated from this water to raise the tem- 
perature of the atmosphere surrounding, 
the plants, and thus save them from the 
cold. 
It is for the same reason that 


trees on a moist ground can withstand 
a severe frost better than troes on a dry 
Boil.

Mr. Douglas is a short, thick-set man, 


with a big head, a fat face, a short neck, 
and in physique resembles closely his 
renowned father. He is now thirty years 
oE ago, and for twelve years has been en- 
gaged more or less in politics, so that in 
his speaking and in his manner he im- 
presses one as older than he really is. In 
his speech last night there was little
